DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Receipt of Applicant's amendment and response filed on September 21 , 2007 is 
acknowledged. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Claims 1, 6, 17, 19, 25-26, 33-34, 43, 55, 59, 62, and 64 are currently amended. 
Claims 2-5 have been canceled. Claims 1 and 6-64 are provided to be examined upon 
their merits. 

3. Newly submitted abstract and title have been entered. 

4. In response to the amendment, rejection of claims 1-23, 25-57, and 62-64 under 
35 U.S.C. 102(b) and claims 24 and 58-61 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) have been 
withdrawn. 

5. The rejection of claims 1 , 3-7, 9, 10,14, 20-22, 25, 27, 28, 34-37, and 59 under 
nonstatutory double patenting have been withdrawn in response to the Temninal 
Disclaimer filed. 

6. In response to the amendment, rejection of claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, 2"^" 
paragraph has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1 and 6-64 are allowed. 
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8. Applicant teaches a method for managing payment, liquidity, and systemic risks 
in the settlement of transactions. During processing of a payment transaction, a risk 
filter routine determines whether to selectively reject a first instruction authorized for 
payment to a counterparty based on a user-supplied risk factor. An available balance is 
automatically generated based on the risk parameter, and payment is automatically 
rejected if the payment authorized by the first instruction exceeds the balance. 

9. Based on the prior art search results, the prior art deemed closest to the allowed 
claims is U.S. Patent No. 5,717,989 to Tozzoli et al. Tozzoli et al. teaches trade 
transactions in goods and/or services and a "risk evaluation function," where each part 
of a transaction relates to a purchase order and criteria established by a funder. 
However, Tozzoli et al. fails to teach or render obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
the following features: 

a. Generating at least one user-supplied risk parameter to selectively reject a 
first instruction authorized for payment by an account holder to a counterparty; 

b. Automatically generating an available balance for a counterparty based on 
a risk parameter, and payments made by and received from an account holder; 

c. Automatically rejecting payment authorized by a first instruction if the 
payment exceeds an available balance. 

1 0. Dependent claims 6-64 are allowed for the reasons indicated above for 
independent claim 1 . .
